According to ‘witnesses, Johnson 
walked into the vestibule which leads 
into the parlors on Forsyth street, 
and producing a small revolver, placed 
it to his temple, firing befote he could 
be-halted. His form slumped upon the 
tile floor and several persons rushed 
to his aid. He was placed in a Pat- 
terson ambulance and taken to Davis- 
Fischer sanitarium, where physicians 
stated ut once that he could not live. 
He died a few minutes later. 

Members of the family said that 
Johnson left the residence on Adair 
avenue about noon and had not been 
heard of until the news was brought 
to their home by Fred Patterson. A 
number of letters addressed to the dead 
man were found in his pockets, estab- 
lishing his identification. 

One of the daughtets, who resides 
at the home on Adair avenue, had 
passed the Patterson parlors a tew 
seconds after the shooting and had pro- 
ticed the crowd. She did not Know

U.S. SHOULD REL? 
WORLD 10 PEACE 
S BRITONS PLEA 


Lloyd George Declares 
America Has Power and 
Influence Enough To 
Compel Quiet. 


FAMOUS STATESMAN 
ADOPTED BY INDIANS 


Tribal Chiefs of Sioux 
Nation Confer Name of 
“Two Eagles” on Little 
Welshman. 


Minneapolis, October 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—An appeal for the 
United States to help Europe make 
peace was made here today by Lloyd 
George, the war-time premier of 
Great Britain, in his first public ad- 
dress in the United States. 

Speaking before many hundred per- 
sons at a luncheon given by the Min- 
neapolis Civic and Commercial asso- 
ciation, the former premier said: 

“T am not here on any mission, but 
let me say to you one thing, that 
until America with its mighty influ- 
ence, with its great power, with the 
moral command which it has in the 
world because of its past, with the 
great claim that you won by coming 
into the war without any selfish 
purpose but for a holy ideal, sending 
millions of your best young men 
across to fight for liberty and for 
nothing else-—-until this great land 
casts its influence into the scale of 
peace, I despair of the future.” 

Referring to a_ statement that 
Americans were doing their best to 
forget the recent world war, he urged 
that they do not forget. 

Looks to Future. 

“There is nothing,” he said, “for 
you to forget, nothing. There is 
something, yes, something for you to 
be proud of. You came for naught 
but at the call of a great purpose 
and a great ideal. It ought to be 
your pride. The part you took in it is 
one which is worthy of your great- 
est traditions. And my last word is 
that so far from forgetting that part, 
I trust that the United States of 
in due time, 
in its own way, cast its great might 
into the seales of peace.” 

The address was the one formal 
public function on the program of the 
distinguished visitor during the day’s 
visit to this city. Arriving early this 
morning he was welcomed by huge 
crowds. This evening he went to St. 
Paul for a private dinner at the Min- 
nesota club and later left for Moose- 
heart, Ill, and Chicago, where he 
will arrive tomorrow noon, 

Northwest In Welcome. 

The welcome extended to Lloyd 
George here was one for the entire 
American northwest. Seated at the 
luncheon were prominent men from 
this section, including Governor J. A.

A. Nestos, of North Dakota; Sena- 
tors Henrik Shipstead and Magnus 
Jehnson, of Minnesota; former Sena- 
tor Frank B. Kellogg, of this state; 
Congressman Walter H. Newton, of 
the fifth Minnesota district and May- 
or Arthur Nelson, of St. Paul. 

A colorful ceremony was held dur- 
ing the luncheon when Lloyd 
George was formally made an honor- 
ary member of the Sioux Tribe of In- 
dians by Chiefs in full tribal cos- 
tume and paint, from the Cheyenne 
Indian reservation of South Dakotas, 
who conferred upon him their degree 
of the “Eagle Feather.” 

Chief Brave Eagle, heading the 
delegation, with the assistance as In- 
terpreter of Dr. Charles Eastman, 
United States Indian inspector, gave 
the former premier the name eof 
“Two Eagles.” explaining that one 
was in recognition of his achievement 


in war and the other in the field of | 
‘civic affairs in peace. 


Smokes Peace Pipe. 

The distinguished visitor was given 
the pipe of peace to smoke, while a 
feathered war bonnet was placed on 
his head, a bow and arrow in his 
hands, and an historic quiver fillea 
with arrows used in ancient battles 
of the tribe, was placed in his arms. 
At the same time thc Indians gave 
him a belt of wampum and articles 
of Indian manufacture for Dame 
Margaret and Miss Megan  Lioyd 
yeorge, who were among the most in- 
terested spectators of the ceremony. 

Addresses in Welsh were delivered 
in receiving Lloyd George to te 
city and at the luncheon Jewish citi- 
zens, through Dr. Maurice Lefkovitz, 
presented a testimonial on parchment 
in recognition of his services in the 
attempt to establish in tHe holy land 
a national home for the Jewish 
people. 

Replying to this presentation 
Lieyd George said he hoped the move- 
ment was the beginning of a restora- 
tion which will leave “almost as @eep 
a mark upon the story of the human 
race as your first occupation of that 
boly ground. 

“All my life,” he added, “I have 
fought against the oppressor. I have 
consecrated such strength as God nas 
riven me to fizht for the weak and 
for those whom I conceived to be 
persecuted and trampled.”

CONFERENCE PASSES 

BUCK TO COOLIDGE. 
Washington, October 15.—The na- 

tion looks to President Coolidge to 


assert and maintain the majesty of 
the law, the gitizenship conference Je- 
Clares in “a wessage to the American 
people” approved at the closing ses- 
Sion here today of its 


means of increasing respect for the

“We look with confidence to the 
president,” the message says. “We 
assure him of our support in using 
every power at his command to com-

The conference had a busy final 
day, with sessions morning, afternoon 
and night and a visit of the delegates 
to the White House at the noon hour. 
President Coolidge received them in 
his office and shook hands with each. 

Information Useful. 

To officials of the conference, Mr. 
Coolidge expressed his interest in the 
proceedings and said that what had 
been done at this conference would be 
of use in the conference of governors 
which he has called for next Saturday 
for a consideration of cooperation be- 
tween federal and state authorities in 
the enforcement of the prohibition. im- 
migration, narcotic and other laws. 
Tonight he had as his dinner guest 
Fred B, Smith, of New York, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
conference. 

Aside from the adoption of recom- 
mendations for future plans and other 
reports, the outstanding events at to- 
day’s meetings included a charge by 
the Rev. Charles R. Zahniser, of 
Pittsburg, that “mysterious influ- 
ences’ work at Washington to hinder 
prosecution of offenders against the 
prohibition law and addresses by Sen- 
ator Borah. republican. Idaho. and 
Louis Marshall, a New York attorney, 
on the necessity of uphol ling the con- 
stitution.

Attitude of Mayor.

The Pennsylvania railroad, only re- 


eently the object of a scathing de- 
nunciation by the United States rail- 
road labor board because of its refu-

CUSTOMS CHARGES 


10 BE REVAMPED 


(UNITED NEWS.) 

Geneva, October 15.—Thirty-four na- 
tions, including the United States, 
have begun war on customs restric- 
tions which now hinder a full re- 
sumption of internationa] commercia! 
relations. 

The international customs confer- 
ence, summoned by the league of na- 
tions for the purpose of breaking down 
customs restrictions, opehed here Mon- 
day. 

Feur official American observers 
were present, and are expected to 
fight strenuously to kill customs bar- 
| tiers that handicap United States 
jgusiness in various parts of the world. 

Although the basic purpose of the 
vonference is to render effective article 
23 of the league covenant, which 
pledges members to grant each other 
equitable commercia] treatment, non- 
league states, Germany, Mexico, Rus- 
sian and Ecuador, refused the invi- 
tation. 

The international chamber of com- 
merce is also represented by a large 
delegation in which members of the 
American chamber of commerce at 
Washington constitute the majority. 

Pursuing the recognized role of the 
league, namely that it is a body pure- 
ly for consultation and recommenda- 
tion with no power to impose its find- 
ings on any state, the conference will 
merely seek to arrive at a series of 
‘recommendations as to what should 

be done to break down the present 
‘customs barriers. 

Two Courses Open. 

These recommendations either wi!l 
_ be embodied into international treaties 
|which all states will be invited to 
| sign, or will merely be passed on to 
'the individual states with the sug- 
| gestion that they. be enacted into do- 
| mestie legislation. 

One of the certain outcomes of the 
conference, however, is that the league 
will become hereafter a sort of clear- 
ing house for information relative to 
tariffs, eustoms duties, importation 
and exportation restrictions and other 
regulations affecting trade. 

The present meetine will urge all 
countries to abolish restrictions 
against importation or exportation of 
eertain manufactured nroducts or raw 
materials.

two weeks ago “Magnolia,” a play 
written by Mr. Tarkington, with its 
scenes set in Mississippi in the period 
of eighty years ago, was presented at 
the Atlanta theater. 

When this commentator saw the 
play, on its first southern perform- 
ance—incidentally the first perform- 
ance outside of New York—he found 
certain things in it which seemed to 
reflect in rather uncomplimentary 
style, upon the ideals of the ol@ south. 
He pointed out these things in his 
comment upon the play in the next 
day’s Constitution. He described it 
as “satire without mercy” upon the 


three were Yirginia, South Carolina and 
Mississippi. 
Atmogphere Unusual. 

On the night of the Atianta premiere of 
your play, the atmosphere in the audience 
was almost funny. The descendants of the 
real old south were there in large numbers. 
Throughout the play ther waged a mental 
struggle which an observer could see. They 
didn’t know which emoticon to yield to, 
their thorough enjoyment of the play or 
their resentment at some of we things 
in it. 

The first act made them 
second act was immense. Rarely have any 
of us enjoyed anything the stage has given 
more. Then the third act, in lesser de- 
gree, revived the resentment begun in the 
first. 

We have no criticism to make of that 
second act. But here are some of the points 
in the others that aroused resentment: 

In the ola south there were only two 
classes of white, the aristocratic planters 
and ‘‘po white trash.’’ These classes never 
mixed. It is inconceivable here, to believe 
that a character such as your ‘‘Major Pet.

Mr. Tarkington. the author of the 
play, happened to see this review and 
wrote to the critic disclaiming any in- 
tent to wound, and explaining the 
thought which impelled him to write 
it. The letter from Mr. Tarkington is 
given herewith in full, together with 
my reply to it. 

Tarkington's Letter. 

Here is Mr. Tarkington's letter: 
Ralph T. Jones, Eeq., 
The Constitution, 
Atlanta. 

My Dear Sir: Usually I don’t see reviews 
of my plays but someone has sent me your’s 
of ‘‘Magnolia’’ and I am taking the liberty 
of addressing you upon it, not as a fault- 
finder, believe me. On the contrary, 4s 
you took the view that the play was 
‘‘satire without any mercy’ of a part cf 
the south, I should express my strong ap- 
preciation of the fact that you nevertheless 
reviewed it with unpartisan analysis and cn- 
tirely without bitterness. For a lack cf 
bitterness is indeed somewhat surprising 
in one who seems to take the play as ap 
attack on the old south. " 

Of course any member of any audience 
has a right to see whaterer he does ece 
in a stage presentation, but sometimes I 
wish the old habit of prologues and epi- 
logues (for which Mr, Shaw has so deftly 


substituted his printed prefaces), might be 
revived. Then a playwright could explain 


what perhaps he has been too vague, or 
too trusting, or too clumsy, to explain by 
action and Gialogue upon the stage. 

A Jewish newspaperman spoke to me of 
‘“Magnolia,’’ which he had just’ seen. 
‘*‘You can’t take that play south,’’ he said, 
"You should have written it about Jewish 
people. Then it would have been all right. 
We are not so sensitive.” He had spent 
part of his life in the south, and perhaps 
he knew—and yet it is to the south that 
the play has been sent. If the people in 
charge of its interests regarded it as an 
attack on the south, or as anything to 
which the south should be sensitive, they 
wouldn’t have sent it to the region that 
would resent it, or rightfully resent it. 


Is Prologue Needed. 

Bot your review suggeste that the plece 
neefis a prologue. The person representing 
the playwright would then come forward and 
say ‘‘Ladies and gentlemen, please don't 
shoot the professor. He isn’t trying to talk 
about you; he isn’t trying to talk about 
your grandfathers, elther. For the purposes 
of the story and to make a little parable 
founded on a poem of Wordsworth’s, he 
has set the ecene of his play in an obscure 
hamlet on the Mississipp! river, an Arkan- 
sas landing, and the time of it is about 
eighty years ago. The people are not 
greatly emerged from a si®&e of backward- 
ness, and the story and sense of the play 
require that they be treated in the com- 


terson’’ would be received by ladies .im- 
mediately after a killing such as is de- 
scribed, or that he would, almost in the 
same breath, propose marriage to the 
daughter of the house, or the ward, I be- 
lieve it was. . 

The dialect, the mannerism and the 
actions of your ‘‘planter class’ were 
sented. 

In the third act, the reception of a pro- 
fessional river gambler as an honored guest 
of the landed gentry is regarded here ¢s 
an outrageous slander, Another minor point 
strongly resented was the manner in which 
the negro house slare continued to whistle 
even after the lady of the house had or- 
dered him to stop. Also, the overseers were 
looked down upon as the lowest class of 
whites, and to alicw one of them to live 
in the ‘‘big houge,’’ to leaf in stocking feet 
on the ‘‘gallery’’ was another sore point. 
‘Even if he was the husband of the ward, 
it was impossible. 

However, all this doesn’t mean that 
didn’t enjoy your play, for we did, im. 
mensely. Send us some more as good, 
please. But when you create a plot like 
‘“‘Magnolia,’’ lay the scenes in California 
of the ‘‘forty-niners,’’ or somewhere else, 
before you send it south. 

For my review—TI never caim eritical pow- 
ers for theatrical entertainment—by the 
time it reaches us it is too late. All I ean 
do is comment and try to reflect the re- 
ception accorded by the audience as I see 
it, And that my few remarks about ‘“Mag- 
nolia’” hit the popular idea here, is amply 
proven by the flood of messages I have re- 
ceived since, in support of my view. From 
the governor and his wife down, they were 
present that opening night—with hardly an 
exception, my little public down here agree 
with me beyond peradventure of a doubt. 

And what more can any scribe, however 
humble, or distinguished, ask, than that 
bis public finds his views satisfactory?

An outburst of cheering greeted 
Senator Borah’s declaration that pro- 
hibitionist or anti-prohibitionist, the 
people ought to be loyal to a common 
country and be willing to support the 
law so long as it is the law.

IMAGINARY NEURALGIA. 

Some morbid folk who only  oe- 
casionally take a glance at this dis- 
appointing column persist in thinking 
that I persist in thinking that “rhen- 
matism”’ is all imagination. I’ve never 
thought so. have merely asserted 
that there is no such disease as “rhen- 
matism,” consequently, there can be 
/no remedy or method which will ce 
i“rheumatism.” I have tried to com-. 
municate to the reader’s mind the idea 
that the term “rheumatism” doesn’t 
mean anything and covers a formid- 
able list ‘of disease conditions. When 
anybody contents himself with the 
notion that he has a case of “rhen- 
matism” he is simply throwing up his 
hands and -refusing to help himself. 
When anybody purports to have a 
remedy or treatment that is good for 
rheumatism he is trying to delude his 
clients or himself. 

By “imaginary neuralgia’. I mean 
aches or pains which are mistakenly 
called neuralgia. For example, in dis- 
tricts where the Anopheles breed of 
mosquito prevails and malaria is con- 
veyed by the mosquito bite, a pain in 
the brow called “brow ache” is often 
mistaken for neuralgia whereas it is 
malaria. Again, 
syphilis the victim suffers from a 
kind of forehead pain which occurs 


usually at night and is often mistaken | 


for neuralgia. Still a third condition 


the headache or pain in the ‘head 
which persons with chronic lead 
poisoning often have. The prolonged 
or recurrent character of the head 
pain in all three of these diseases 
favors the common mistake in diag- 
nosis or rather self diagnosis. 
Occasionally a neuralgia sufferer re- 
tains such a vivid memory of the 
pain that a painful impression per- 
lsists Jong after the actual neuralgia 
ihas ceased, a reminiscent sensation 
‘which is about as good as the .eura!- 
'gia itself. This is truly imaginary neu- 
| ralgia—the pain is real but there is no 
‘neuralgia there, if you understand me 
i clearly.

TO COLLECT DEBI 


Washington, Octeber 15. — The 
American debt funding 
expects to hold its next meeting early 
in December, it was stated officially 
today in connection with a denial of 
reports that the United States gov- 
ernment had reiterated to its foreign 
debtors its readiness to engage in 
funding negotiations. Secretary Wads- 
worth, of the commission, declared he 
knew of no move by this government 
or the commission to hasten nego- 
tictions with foreign agents, all of 
whom were apprised upon passage of 
the funding act that the commission 
awaited proposals from foreign pow- 
ers indebted to the United States as 
a result of advances made during the 
war. 

Reports in circulation today were 
that, while no formal request for re- 
vival of funding negotiations bad been 
made, fresh intimations had been 
forwarded through diplomatie chan- 
nels to those nations which thus far 
have failed to send representatives 
to the United States to discuss fund- 
ing settlement. In denial of those 
reports, it was,declared in high of- 
ficial quarters that this government's 
present position will not permit of 
such a move. There can be no re- 
quest or intimation in the view of 
some officials, unless it takes the form 
of a direct suggesaon to the foreign 
powers that they begin discussion of 
a settlement and that, it was added, 
has already been pointed out to the 
debtors. 

There have been inquiries in of- 
fivial quarters from time to time as 
to reasons forthe lelay by the for- 
eign powers who have not scnt com- 
missioners here to negotiate funding 
settlements. These expressions, how- 
ever, have been entirely in «private 
discussions and, so far as is officially 
admitted, nothing has been done to 
satisfy the inquiries.
